But I know that 
the sentiment against France is so 
bitter in Germany that the people 
will commit econemic suicidé be- 
fore they will accept a plan of 
financing that France 
and from which France would 
benefit. The government would 
be faced by immediate revolution 
it it accepted any French solution. 
I hear little here, however, about 
Bolshevism. Bavaria at least is too 
aristocratic to make common cause 
with the Communists; and the 
people have no desire to try the 
experiments that have failed so 
disastrously in Russia.

The report contains a map show- 
ing the location of the proposed 
new streets and charts showing 
the population curve and other 
causes of congestion, also exten- 
sive information concerning the 
manner of dealing with traffic prob- 
lems in other cities. 

With the report the Club ten- 
dered to the Mayor for the people 
of Los Angeles a remarkable aerial 
photograph of ten square miles of 


the central and more congested 
portion of Los Angeles. The pho- 
tograph is twelve feet by four feet 
and is on a scale of about two hun- 
dred feet to the inch. It was 
taken from the air in more than 
four hundred sections, the work 
being done on days when the light 
was favorable at the noon hour to 
avoid shadows. 

The report was prepared for the 
Automobile Club under the super- 
vision of J. B. Lippincott, the 
Club's consulting engineer, the 
work being done under the d@trec- 
tion of E. H. Richards, one of Mn 
Lippincott’s associates. Mr. Rich- 
ards is also a member of the 
Greater Los Traffic Com- 
mission and other organizations 
studying loca! traffic problems. The 
survey and preperation of the re- 
port required about one year, Mr. 
Richards having from two to forty 
assistants. 


MEETS EXTREME CONDITIONS 
In presenting the report the 
Automobile Club says it orealizes 
that some of the recommendations 
will seem extreme but that extreme 
conditions exist and must be cor- 
rected by adequats measures. Var- 
ious ways of financing the work are 
suggested including bond issues and 
assessments. It is also suggested 
that Los Angeles can follow the 
lead of other cities and pay a con- 
siderable portion of the cost of 
street extensions by excess con- 
demnation so that sales of excess 
land at newly created values would 
defray part or’all of the cost. 

The report recommends that 
alleys be constructed in all blocks 
in the congested district where 
there are none at present. East 
and west streets of Los Angeles 
are declared to be too narrow and 
is recommended that they be wid- 
ened either by the actual demo- 
lition of existing bulldings and sct- 
ting back the street lines; by arcad- 
ing or constructing sidewalks under 
the building fronts or by estab- 
lishing set back building lUnes be- 
yond which no future construc- 
tion can extend. Examples of a’! 
three ,methods «as worked out in 
other cities are contained in the 
report. 

The present cost of traffic con- 
gestion is estimated at $12,239.59 
per day or $3.671,877 per year. 
This result is arrived at by com- 
puting the delays caused by cor- 
gestion and assuming the earning 
power of street car patrons as 31 
per day. The cost of delays is ap- 
portioned as follows: to Street Car 
Company, $5310 per day, street car 
patrons, $2500, transfer compan- 
ies, $2184, taxicab companies, $646 
and passenger vehicles $1599.59. 

Following is a summary of the 
recommendations for relief of traf- 
fice congestion: 

At all congested corners pedes- 
trian traffic should be made to 
move forward with vehicular traf- 
fic. Vehicle drivers wishing 
make right-hand turns at street in- 
tersections should be permitted to 
so regardiess of signals. The 
present nonparking hours should 
be continued. \ 

All public utilities should be re- 
‘quired to work twenty-four hours 
a day on construction work in the 
streets of the congested district. 
It is suggested that one-way traffic 
be required on Fifth and Sixth 
streets between Figueroa and San 
Pedro etreets, or else that cars 
be entirely removed from Fifth and 
Sixth street. 

Such obstructions as hooded 
stormwater catch basins or deep 
gutter crossings at street inter- 
sections should be removed. The 
hours and direction of traffic on 
Eighth street from Western avenue 
to Figueroa street should be reg- 
ulated. 

If the traffic situation still re- 
quires relief after these recom- 
mendations have been put into 
practice, it Is urged that al! street 
cars be removed from the congest- 
ed district and that a belt line or 
loop system of railways be con- 
structed. 

Among the propositions which 
eall for construction work are the 
following:

DEFIANT IN 
BOOK FIGHT 


Defends Indorsement; 
Says Promoters Get Half 
of All Funds Collected 


Virtually defying the Merchants 
and Manufacturers’ Associatioi on 
the question of its criticism of 
his actions in indorsing the issue 
of a police book, Chief of Police 
Oaks yesterday declined to with- 
draw his indorsement. 

On the 21st inst., the Merchants’ 
and Manufacturers Association 
went on record as being “unalter- 
ably opposed to any scheme or any 
pretext for raising funds for phil- 
anthropic purposes,” unless ev 
cent of money secured is devoted 
to the purpose for ‘which seub- 
scribed.

“hold-up and purely for the bene- 
fit of the promoter.” 

Discussing the matter yesterday, 
Chief Oaks said: 

“I do not see any reason why 
I should withdraw my indorse- 
ment. Purely and simply the 
matter is this: Ted Smith, a for- 
mer newspaper man, came to me 
with the idea of publishing the 
book, containing statistics and 
information connected with police 
work, to be placed in libraries, 
hotels and public buildings. It 
was his plan that 60 per cent of 
the proceeds subscribed from ad- 
vertisers be turned over to the 
police relief fund and the other 
50 per cent be used to pay for 
the cost of compiling and publish- 
ing. 

“I gaw in ft a chance to im- 
prove the equipment of the de- 
partment without having to ask 
for charity. On these conditions I 
have planned to use the depart- 
ment’s 50 per cent to purchase 
new uniforms to conform to a 
change in design I have long con- 
templated for police officers, and

“We must not interfere with the 
right of a free American to stop 
work when he pleases, but you and 
I and all of us who are responsible 
for the government of these Unit-

That was the way Magnus A 
ander, chairman ef the National 
Industry Conference, Board, struck 
at the heart of the strike situation 
in an address before members 
the Chamber of Commerce at & 
luncheon given in his honor at thé 
Hotel Alexandria yesterday. 

Mr. Alexander, who for twenty- 
two years was consulting engineer 
‘of the General Electric Company 
in New York, and who spent many 
years in Europe studying indus- 
trial and economic questions, is 
responsible, as head of the Indus- 
try Conference Board, for having 
made the most exhaustive investi- 
gation of the economic status of 
American workmen ever under- 
taken. 

PROBLEMS ALIKE 
“My European work has given 


questions as they relate to inter- 
national “problems,” said Mb. 
Alexander. “I have learned, 
among other things, that economie 
and industria] problems are similar 
the world over; I also have ob- 
served that misunderstandings and 
strife in any part of the world have 
their deleterious effects upon all 
nations 

“T have found that nearly all 
the troubles between men arise 
from the inexcusable fact that the 
{ssues are not ascertained and that 
this lack of knowledge inspires 
misunderstandings and selfishn 
which naturally breed hatred 
violence. 

“The question of wages and their 
relation to the cost of living is 
one of the greatest —and yet should 
be one of the simplest—probieme 
which we have to solve. Wages 
are the remuneration for construc- 
tive effort, for society's welfare, 
rendered by men of brain 
brawn. Ordinarily, wages should 
be in exact proportion to service

PURCHASING POWER 

“The weekly income of 18,- 
000,000 workers in the manu- 
facturing industries of America is 
1922 gives them 10 per cent m 
value —- more purchasing power 
—than they had in 1914,” said 
the speaker. “The railroad work- 
ers’ weekly income—in purchasing 
Power—-has increased 20 per cent 
over 1914, and the coal miners’ 
economic status has been raised 
54 per cent hourly, and 60 per 
cent weekly, above that of 1914. 

“Notwithstanding these facts 
millions of men have seen fit to 
go out on strike. That is their 
perfect right, just as it is their 
right to scure employment when 
and where and from whom they 
please. However, there is a limit 
to the right of a citizen, and when 
he resorts to riots, murder and 
violence to prevent another citi- 
zen from accepting the position 
he voluntarily abandoned. the 
issue is plain enough. The only 
question before the people is: ‘Shall! 
the government rule, or shall one 
clases of society rule?’ 

“The ¢oal miners, too, had the 
privilege of stopping work, just 
as did the railway men, and so 
long as they simpy remained idle 
and respected the laws, they were 
reapected and respectable citi- 
zens. But when, as at Herrin

Second street and Traction ave- 
nue would be connected with Steph- 
enson avenue by a viaduct over the 
Los Angeles River. 

Construct viaducts harmony 
with the State Railroad Sunaanie- 
sion recommendations on Ninth, 
Seventh, Fourth, First, Macy and 
North Main street, modifying them 
to harmonize with the proposed 
Second-street viaduct. 

Ninth street from Telegraph Road 
to Towne avenue, thence along 
Tenth street to Fifth avenue 
ahould be improved by, wide 
after which it would serve as the 
outiet for the south end of the 
congested district and for cross- 
town traffic.

East Adams street would be ex- 
tended to connect with San An- 
tonio street and Downey Road, the 
railroads in that vicinity 
crossed by viaduct or subway.
